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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The allowability resides in the overall structure of the device as recited in independent 
claims 1, 28, and 35, and at least in part, because: 

claim 1 recites: "a plurality of heat spreaders, having different thickness", "a heat 
dissipating structure having a flat base", and "thickest of said heat spreaders that is connected to 
the integrated circuit chip that produces the most thermal energy"; 

claims 28 and 35 recite: "a plurality of heat spreaders, having different thickness", "a heat 
dissipating structure having a flat base", and "a first chip. . .produces the most thermal 
energy. . .wherein the thickest of said heat spreaders is connected to said first chip". 

The aforementioned limitations in combination with all remaining limitations of the 
respective independent claims, are believed to render said independent claims 1, 28, and 35 and 
all claims dependent therefrom patentable over the art of record. 

None of the references cited during prosecution of the instant application either taken 
alone or in combination is believed to render the present invention unpatentable as claimed.
